The Conference at Washington 
The (irent War. the greatest of all 
times, a war in Mhii-h the entire world 
tiiok part, is over and peace is declared. 
Cut the horrible memories of the war 
or ui any war. tire not obliterated by 
the *igning of the peace treaty; an! 
: I ■■ i., t war seemed t-t *, i ve as a re- 
minder of the horrors and suffering of 
war and to nw.ke it loom it great dark 
i-liiinl in the future. The nations of 
the world came together to put down 
a great evil, and victory was due to 
their combined offortR. When victory 
I was assured and peace dedi-eil, there 
wa*. a united desire that the peace 
should last. 

I.'eineinbering this desire. President 
Harding called a Conference at Wash- 
ington, where met those nations of the 
world chiefly concerned in military and 
naval competition, the Treaty of Ver- 
salles failing to provide for world dis- 
armament. The war had increased the 
navies of Great Britain, United States 
nd Japan, making them rivals on the 
seas. Something was necessary to stop 
this rivalry and these nations cam© to 
the Washington Conference with the 
mention of finding that something. 

The handling of American interests 
was given to the Department of State, 
whose Chief is Secretary Hughes. Sec- 
retary Hughes started the Conference 
by announcing a program of ratios for 
the reduction of the navies of Great 
Britain, United States and Japan. The 
ratios were (3 — 5 — 3, which were to 
drop to 5 — 5 — 3 in the future. This 
nenns that Great Britain and the Uni- 
ted States will have the same tonnage 
for whr ships, and Japan will have 
sixty per cent, of those. 

Meanwhile, France and Italy wished 
to ,-join in the ratios. Mr. Hughes had 
not thought of inviting these two na- 
tions to join because they were not 
rivals of the three great sea powers, 
but he willngly accepted and included 
them in the ratios, which stood when 
completed, 5 — 5 — 3 — 1.75 — 1.75 respec- 
tively. 

'I. lie question of the submarine also 
needed settlement. A submarine ton- 
nage of 900,000 tons for Great Britain 
and th e United States, with a small 
lonnage for Japan, Italy and France 
was suggested. France and Great Bri- 
• ii in immediately protested. France said 
hat the suhmarine defended the weak 
nations. She seemed to want to settle 
ip her disagreements with England be- 
fore she would give up the submarine. 
England resented this. Her experi- 
ence with submarines in the great war 
prompted her to fight for a ban on 
ubinarines. But it seemed impossible 
to come to an agreement on the sub- 
marine question, so, International Law 
egarding the submarine, that Germany 
o wilfully disobeyed, was brought to 
he attention of the nations. Also they 
promised not to extend fortifications 
against each other. The first step 
toward disarmament had been taken 
nd it had succeeded. 
The second question to be settled was 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. \ This 
Alliance was formed by the two na- 
tions, Great Britain and Japan, in 1902 
to help one another against Russia. 
They had both regarded Russia as a 
lauger. She was looked upon in tho 
East as Germany later was in the West. 
However, when Russia was defeated 
in the Russo-Japanese War, she turned 
to Europe as her center of attention 
and consequently became friendly with 
England. 

Later when Germany began to make 
herself an apparent danger to Britain, 
the latter was compelled to bring her 
ships from tho East to the West for 
protection. When she took them Japan 
promised to protect Britain's Extern 
Interests.. There again the Alliance 
erved a purpose. 

But the Alliance . was looked upon 
by the United States as a check on

the progress of disnYmnment. She also 
felt that it would be n test of British 
friendship and the United Stntes fought 
hard to eliminate ft! 

Great Britain wasted as far as pos- 
sible to please Am'eric'a. She wanted 
the Alliance eliminated if it could be 
done in such a way' as would not hurt 
the feelings of Japan. Japan was will- 
ing to eliminate it* if there would be 
a substituting Alliance. She had at- 
tained a first) class pogitioni in the 
fnmily of nations and she did not wish 
ntrain to be left alone in the Fat East, 
without prestige. *'» 

Britain came forward with a Tln-ec 

Power Alliance. The nations realized 

that this wis a reni^dy. The President

the old Alliance was not eliminated, 
and so they were in favor of the sub- 
stitute treaty. France again wished 
to join and she was included in the 
treaty, m'aking it a Four Power Treaty. 
The Alliance agreed upon Bpecified 
that, these nations, United States, Great 
Britain, Japan and France, are to con- 
fer in case of disagreement on any 
Pacific question; disagreements be- 
tween contracting parties are- to be 
brought before n conference of (ill four; 
and disagreements with other nations 
are to be treated in like manner. Also, 
lii-se four nations are to recognize each 
other's possessional rights. In other 
.\ords, they all promise to behave them- 
elves and to stay out of each other's 
affairs. 

Th (4 'Treaty pleased everyone con- 
cerned. Britain can strengthen friend- 
ship with the United States and can 
do it in such n manner that will not 
hurt Japan's feelings; Japan has ob- 
tained even more prominence than she 
had dared hope for; France gains pres- 
tige, and the United States has accom- 
plished the elimination of the old 
treaty and has advanced another stop 
toward her ideal, World Peace. 

The third problem of the Conference 
was the Chinese epiestou. and it was 
n \ery difficult one. The Chinese poli- 
cies of United States and Japan dif- 
fer widely. The United States upholds 
the Open Door Policy. She regards it 
in much the same light as the Monroe 
Doctrine. The Monroe Doctrine ex- 

cludes the Eastern Hemisphere from 
the Americans, just as the Open Door 
Policy excludes other nations from 
China. 

On the other hand, Japan wishes to 
invade China and extend her control 
there as far as possible. She has suc- 
ceeded in doing this to :i large extent 
and America strongly opposes it. Smb. 
then, is the cause of the difference in 
pidieii-s and ;i clash seem.- inevitable. 
United States largely excludes the 
nun ignition of the Yellow Race. This 
ai-iii'ii Japan resents and helps to make 
her regard American policy as a direct 
deliberate menace to its own 
teiic.c." Kuropc also was in- 
cliri. ' in look upon the matter in the 
-nine way. Hut that is not America's 
purpose. She i> only taking China's 
part and championing her cause, just 
as she championed the different causes 
of the South American Republics under 
the authority of the Monroe Doctrine. 
Truly, she is trying to oust Japan from 
China and when that is accomplished 
to keep her out. but she is only doing 
it so that China may prosper and be 
nunc a line nation respected by the 
world. 

A. conditions stand at present in 
China, she cannot, as a nation, bo de- 
pended upon. She is struggling with 
a civil war which Japan has encour- 
aged. The latter controls a large por- 
ton of Manchuria and Vladivostok, and' 
die need only continue her actions and 
she could spread her control indefinite- 
ly. It is against this policy of national 
aggrandizement at the expense of 
china that the United States is fight- 
ing. 

But Japan is not the only nation that 
holds land in China. Britain owns 
Hong Kong and Wei-hei-wei; France 
holds a naval base in the south and 
Portugal holds a portion of Macao; 
but we do not intend to tell them to 
leave. On the other hand, Japan con- 
trols lands which were formerly Chin- 
ese. She holds Korea and Port Arthur 
Peninsula and the Island of Formosa. 
In holding these former Chinese ter- 
ritories, she is unquestionably invading 
China. 

She also owns Shantung, but she 
declares that question was settled by 
the Treaty of Versailles, though It was 
not settled to America's liking. 

After lengthy discussions a settle- 
ment was finally accomplished. After 
persuading Japan. to understand that the 
Shantung question was not settled by 
the Vrrsailes Treaty, she promised to 
leave Shantung and to remove her 
troops within six months. This was 
a great accomplishment; Shantung was 
thus restored to China. It is rather 
surprising that Japan would do this 
for she was so very firm on the ques- 
tion. . 

On the Manchuiian subject, Japan 
would not move. Great Britain, how- 
ever, has promised to leave Wei-hei- 
wei, and France to leave Kwang-ehou- 
w»u. 

As for Siberia, no settlement was 
reached. Japan has promised to leave 
in the future and United States is 
taking her nt her word. If she fails 
to leave war will undoubtedly result, 
t.'nitd States will never allow a weak, 
helpless nntion to be trampled upon by 
powerful but unscrupulous nations. 

The World's History does not record 
such unselfishness shown, by any na- 
tion as was shown by United States in 
this conference. She sacrificed most 
for Disarmament and did it for the 
good of the world. Her labor to right 
the injustice in China shows the un- 
selfishness of the United States and 
that when she herself obtains prosper- 
ity she cannot enjoy it if she is not 
helping some other nation, who needs 
the help, to that height of the ladder. 
We should indeed be proud that it 
was our President wdio called the Con- 
ference, our statesmen who suggested 
arid carried out, with the help of for- 
eign statesmen, those high ideals, and 
our Capital where this great Confer- 
ence met. - 

The United States has' taken another 
step, "to make the world safe for 
Democracy" and the : sun is beginning 
to shine through , the dark clouds of 
the future;
